Single Picture Lighting gives us better opportunities 
for treatment and more perfect results are obtained. Each 
picture is treated according to its characteristic require- 
ments; two pictures of the same size may require entirely 
different intensities and quality of light. Too high intensity 
will absorb delicate colors. The source of light must be 
properly located to avoid glare or blurred effect in canvas. 


Jndividual Reflectors are provided with special pat- 
ented brackets which allow adjustment in height, extension 
and angle of maximum intensity after being attached to 
back of picture frames. (See Fig. 1, page 5). This method 
of installation is preferable as it permits pictures being 
moved to other positions without leaving the walls or 
ceiling disfigured with screw holes. 


Sie of Reflectors, number of lamps, candle-power, etc., 
are governed by the dimensions of the picture. Reflectors 
should not be as long as the width of picture. The length 
depends to a considerable extent on how far the reflector 
extends from the picture and the extension in turn depends 
on the height of the picture. 

Broadly speaking, the length of the reflector should be 
from one-half to two-thirds the width of the picture. If 
the reflector is as long as the picture is wide, considerable 
light is spread beyond the picture on the wall. Owing to 
the extension necessary in order to secure evenly diffused 
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light over the entire surface of the canvas, this should be 
avoided.

Extension of Reflectors. (See Fig. 1, page 5.) The dis- 
tance the reflector should extend from the picture (a) de- 
pends principally on the height or length of picture. The 
horizontal measurement is the width, the vertical measure- 
ment, height.

Measurements are from canvas to lamp centre. 

The extension is affected by the distance from the top 
of picture to floor, also by size of reflector and height of 
reflector above picture (b). This height is determined by 
the height of the picture from the floor. 

If the picture hangs low, so the top is only slightly above 
the eye line, the reflector can be placed with the bottom 
the same height as the top of frame without any back 
reflection or glare; however, if the picture hangs high, it is 
necessary to raise the reflector some distance above the 
picture. 


Lamps. As a rule carbon filament lamps will give best 
results. The candle power depends on size of pictures and 
color treatment. 
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SHinish. Standard finish is gold bronze to match picture 
frames. Where desired we cover the reflectors with silk 
or plush to match wall covering. 


Recommendations. When requesting information kindly 
give height and width of canvas, whether landscape or 
portrait, light or dark treatment. We will be glad to send 
a representative to obtain necessary data to enable our 
Engineering Department to make recommendation free of 
charge.

Gallery Lighting. Much trouble will be avoided by 
consulting us while the plans are being drawn, as the 
proper location of reflectors and wire outlet is very im- 
portant. 

The two main points to consider are to install the re- 
flector high enough above the top of picture space to elim- 
inate back reflection or glare from the highest picture, and 
out from the wall far enough to eliminate shadows from 
heavy frames on the lowest pictures. (See Fig. 2, page 5.)
